No— 
it was 64,000 bayonets pointed to his breaft. How did we know that 
the new fupplics would be expended to better purpofe than the laft ?

He aid, that-the.atdvertifergent,to call. she county together was 
figned dy nmiahy refpeétablé names. he came. to York with a confident 
hope, that their intetition “wast propofe fome measures for the pro- 
motion of the common Caufe/-and to unite the minds of men in the 
hour ef dillrets ; But that he lame ited to find, that, ipftead of ‘contri- 
bating tothe fupport of poveritherity-the intention avowed was to di- 
vide its ftrength ;~ fer that the ground of the petition feemed to be to 
curb the influence of the’ Crown,-and to prevent thé Sovereign from dif- 
poling of the revenues granted.to him by Parliament; a meafure by 
which, he “apyehended,. the Iateft pofterity might be fenfibly affected. 
Hé then detired.to thew his own-confiftenty ‘by a detail of the cireum- 
{tances of his4ife, and related.that he had early cifgaged in, and after 
Ig yéats faithful fervice retired from a profeffion , “without accepting any 
reward or penfion, as an illnefs, not coutracted in fervice, but which 
had giown up with him from: his infancy, had occafioned his defire to 
refign. He took occafion here to reflect on the neglected ftate of the 


navy, and. weak condition of the works at Plymouth, when‘he was cal- 


led on, in his official charafter, to infpe& them ia the courfe of the 


laft war. During his retirement, of which this city was:the fcene, hé 
affirmed that héhad dedicated his time to the {tidy df our conftitution, 
and other national objeéts: ‘That while, i this fituation, he received a 
call to a molt important duty, for the faithful, though inadequate dif- 
charge of which, while in employment, he was well pleafed to receive 
lis wages; but that, on the conclufien of his attendance upon the 
Princes, which he refigned: froma fenfe of his own inability, he had 
declined the offer of an Xnuuity for the remainder of his life :. That he 
therefore once more retired to his own natura! and humble fituation, 
whence he was again drawn by. the commands of his moft gracious Ma- 
fter ; t@&e whether the {tipend he had from that time enjoyed was to be 
con{trued into a penfion, he could not tell, and was now even indiffer- 
ent, for that from this moment he refigned it, ** and now taid he, “f 
** am an independent man.” He then reptobsted the petition to the 
Houte of Commons, as it tended to make the King no longer the judge 
of his own benevolence, but to conflitute Parliament his guardians ; and 
declared it even illegal for one branch of the conttitution to interfere 
with the operations of another. He affirmed that the power of the 
Crown was by no means exorbitant; that on the contiary it required 
to he greatly increafed; that the King’s influence was too little, and 
that his hands wanted to be ftrengthened, for that he is not able to 
curb the liceationtnefs with which he is every day talked of in every 
company, and‘in every ftreet ; nor even .to reftrain the infertion of .a 
hews-paper paragraph, while the prefent meafures tended to anarche 
and confufion, and to fnatch away that facred ceil which the conftitu- 
tion had wifely drawn round the Crown, aud which only the greatel> 
occafion thould remove from before the fplendor of Majetty. ‘That fich 
was the delicacy of the Legiflature at the time of the Revolution, thag 
the word abdication vas a work of three days deliberation, their objcae 
being to obtain the immortality of the Royal Perfon, a perfon upon 
which the law hath bettowed not only an exemption from death, but 
from ervor; that in this maxim “The King cam do no wrong,” the 
only fateguard of the people is contained, and that from his proteétion 
alone their liberty isto be derived: Ike therefore recommended it te 
thofe who were in purfitit of liberty, that they would bnplore the -pro- 
teétion of the King, as by protection and fecurity liberty was to be un- 
derftood, , 

’ He now entered on the comparative merits of the prefent Admini- 
flration, and thofe who conduéted: the affairs of the nation on Whig 
principles, and hence again deduced the propriety of giving greater 
power to the Crown. He averred, that, in the days of Whiggitm, the 
Minilter, diftinét from the Crown, formed a fourth branch of Legifla- 
ture, which had abforbed within itfelf the power and office of the Crowny 
and that leaving de Fure Royalty to. be pofleffed by the Royal Perfong 
the party of the Minifter aflumed and exercifed the office of the King de 
Fafto. ‘The narrow principles of {elf aétuated the meafures and pur- 
fuits of Whigs, hence the’ complaints of our brethren in Ircland have 
been fomented, and hence the rebellion in America grew.to fo ftupend- 
| ous a height, that it wasirrefiftable almoft at the firft. Lord Chatham, 
t he granted, was formed to glare a metcor fa a ftorm, but by no means’ 
to conduét finances in the time of peace ; and declared, that the prefent 
increafe of debt arifes from that want of forefight, which, in peace, ne- 
ver looks forward toward the exigencies of war; adding, that one of 
the greateft misfortunes of this country is, that no Minifter is found faf- 
ficiently firm to keep up the taxes on the return of peace to the great- 
eft height of a war ettablifhment ; (Msre the whole meeting expreffed the 
utmof? difapprobarion) for if that were done, provifion might be made a- 
gainft the day of danger, and we thowld not, in the hour of prefling 
neceflity, be obliged to purchafe every requifite article at the moft ex- 
orbitant prices ; and here recurring to the crimination of Whiggifm, he 
affirmed, that, if the Jaft war had broke out two years later,. we thould 
not have had a fleet fit for firvice. 

* He now diredtly undertook to exculpate Government from the 
charge of having. occalioned the calamities complained of, and transfer 
red the blame to the people, whom he called the flaves of felfithnefs, 
which defGended even to the elegtion of coroners; to them alone he a- 
fcribed the diforders of the country. He denied the cxiftence of one 
patriot. After admitting the poffible truth of Lord Orford’s affertion, 
‘That all men had their prices, he affirmed that if there he a patriot in 
this country he is now upon the Throne : ‘t ‘The King {s net only the 
greateft and the beft, but, he was forry to fay, he believed him to be 
the onty patriot in this country.” He called to recolleétion a former 
meeting of the county of York, and lamented that the aflembly prefens 
could blow both hot and cold in that room; for that nine years ago 
+ they confidered the King as worthy of their refpect; they then called 
on him to diffolve the Parliament for excluding a man, whofe private’ 
F charaéter none would be fo bold as to vindicate ; whereas, on the pre- 
fent océafion, Parliament is to be called on to reftrain the King; he, 
therefore, befonght the meeting, by every obligution that could infle- 
ence the lover of his country, from every principle ‘of public and pri- 
vate intereft, from the loyalty and affettion due to the moft gracious 
| Prince engaged in a war the moft juft that ever was entered.into, to re- 
jeét the petition, and to feck for the redrefs of our calamities from means. 
in our own power to carry into effeét.  1.et reformation begin with the 
body of the people. The principles of eleétors were corrupt; let them 
return to virtue, and let them choofe for reprefentatives difcreet and 
difpafionate men ; fuch men as are recommended’to their choice by. the 
writ of elegtion, ‘The only ground on which the petition could pretend’ 


of the people ;, and, now returning to the Royal Attributes, added, 
that this is a narrow, a little, and a mean idea: He is not the fervant 
of the people ; he is cheir foul; he is the foul of the Conftitution : From 
him, and him alone the Conttitution derives its energy : From him a- 
lone the operations of the State derive their efficacy : he is the life, the 
foul, the very exiftence of the Conttitution.

eft affeétion as his friend and his relation; he neverthelefs lamented the 
influence of a Court upon the fentiments of a man, whom “he had al- 
ways confidered betore as a friend to liverty, and a zealous enemy to e- 
very {pecious of eorruption. He did not doubt but that &me part of Mr 
Smelt’s charge againit Whig Adminiftrations might be true, hecaufe a 
Whig in power was. very often like a Tory. Me now read a long, a 
very long lift of penfions and exorbitant falaries, and declared, that e- 
ven the proxies of the Lords, whom he called the Upper Houtt of cor- 
ruption, had their prices. He aflerted, therefore, the right of the peo-

fpecies of fraud. 

‘© Mr Hi// rofe next ; Ke objeéted to Mr Smelt’s direct mention of 
the royal name, as difrefpeétful to the King in bringing it forward, 
when his’ Minitters only came under the cenfure of the Aflembly ; and 
indelicate to the meeting, as tending to intimidate his hearers. The 
King, he doubted not, might be a patriet; it was the undue. inflvence 
of his Minifters that excited our indignation; it was their mifconduét 
that was univerfally felt. He acknowledged Mr Smelt’s aflertion that 
we want protection from the Crown : ‘Yhe lofs of half of our dominions, 

and the wretched ftate of the remainder, too-clearly prove that we 
do want protection. He averred that the majority in the Houfe of Com- 
mons was maintained by an undue influence, and that as to the felfith 
principles which, according to Mr Smelt*s doéttine, governed the péo~ 
ple, and defcended even to the choice of coroners, they could be more 
truly objeéted to Goverament, wha had interferred in eleftions by Quo 
Warranto and the disfranchifement of electors. He in{taneed this in the 
cafe of Portfmouth. By this influence alfo, which: Sir. William Black- 
ftone had pronounced more dangerous than any other ftretch of the 
prerogative, he farther aflerted, that even trial by jury (heretofore held. 
facred) was materially affected. He was happy to find an oppdfition to 
the petition propofed, and {till more. fo that it came from the narrow 
quarter of the King’s Friends, a name affamed by miew who were leaft 
of all entitled to it. He could not very well undefftand Mr Smelt's 
attack on Whiggifm, as by the operation of Whiggifin the prefent fami- 
ly was feated on the throne, He could eafily, imfer from {t, ‘that Mr 
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nto Whits thewed that he was of the contrary party ; and hence tc 
duced a melancholy prefage of a future rr gn, which, from the doc- 
sies that mutt have been inflilled into the Prince of Wales, he grear- 
feared might become more oppre fiwe than even that under which 
le fuffer the grievances we now complain of.
